WASHINGTON — Next

again be a fateful day for the New Deal. 


On that day the Supreme Court, recon- 


vening after a two weeks recess, is expect- 
ed to hand down its decision on the Presi- 
dent's pet power project — the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. 


Twice, on January 13 and 20, the Court 


failed to deliver its momentous verdict. 
The Court never explains the reasons for 
its delay, and no hint came forth in this 
case. But in court circles there is a whis- 
pered report that the TVA case brought to 
fever pitch the strained relations among 
the nine Justices. 


It was reported, among other things, 


that the liberal minority — Justices Stone, 
Brandeis and Cordozo — strenuously main- 
tained that the action brought by 
the 


power interests AY as faulty, did not square- 
ly raise the question of TVA constitution- 
ality, and should be thrown out of the 
Court. 


It was also reported that Hughes, fear- 


ing criticism might be leveled against the 
Court for too precipitate action, prevailed 
on his colleagues to hold up the TVA deci- 
sion for a few weeks. 


Whatever are the facts the situation has 


given rise to uneasiness on both sides of 
the TVA controversy. 


Now neither the Government nor the 


power companies are confident of victory. 
Both are uncertain whether the delay is a 
favorable or unfavorable omen.

T hese “bum p er” fractures are only 
the latest of the series of 
Injuries 
which are associated with automo­ 
biles. 
In the old days, a character­ 
istic fracture of the wrist was caused 
by the reversing of the crank by the 


back fire of the motor. 
This was be­ 
fore the days of self-starters. E q ual­ 
ly definite fractures of the k neecap 
are a result of a change in body 
styling, and fractures of both sides 
of the lower jaw have appeared since 
the uso of non-sh alterable glass In 
windshields. 
The new “bump er” fracture Is due 
to the low placing of the bumper, and 
especially to the U-shaped depression 
which manufacturers, for some un­ 
k nown reason, have placed just in 
the center of the bumper. 
This Is 
about one foot from the ground, so it 
strik es an average sized man ex actly 
in the center of his tibia, or shin 
bone. 
Modern cars a^e so q ueer in design 
that it seems lik e adding injury to 
insult to mak e them dangerous as 
well. 
We have read a great deal in 
the p ap ers lately about the mounting 
toll of deaths from automobile acci­ 
dents. 
It is appalling to add to this

tem perature 20 to 30 deg rees higher 
and is acutely uncomfortable. Amer­ 
ican w inters are sufficiently mild over 
most of the country that a much 
lig hter suit, with an overcoat adapted 
to outside wear, is sufficient for any 
man whose work is larg ely inside.

with great b'lieflt to health and com ­ 
fort by equalizing the w eig ht of men 
and wom en’s clothing, letting a little 
outside air In every once in a while, 
and even using an electric fan at a 
low speed to keep the air moving.

management areas. 
Present legislation which keeps 
quail on the song-b ird list in the 
opinion of the Division of Conser­ 
vation contrib utes to

viola­ 
tions much in the same manner 
that 
prohib ition 
contrib uted 
to 
violation 
of 
prohib ition 
laws. 
Hunters in 
general 
and 
many 
farmers also 
who 
are 
not 
in 
sympathy with the status of quail 
as a "song-b ird” continue to shoot 
them, especially in southern Ohio 
where there is no other form of 
wing shooting and no sub stitute 
for the quail as a game-b ird. 
Recognizing the serious loss in 
the quail population due to severe 
winter weather and heavy snow 
and the lack of state aid or any 
definite quail management pro­ 
gram, the Division of Conservation 
plans to set aside certain experi­ 
mental areas on which quail can 
b e propagated in the wild for the 
pjirppse pf b uilding up the numb er 
of quail.
